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Family’s fight for Mayah

THE family of a three-year- 
old girl killed by a bus have 
launched a petition to get 
buses banned from a traffic 
hotspot almost two years 
after her tragic death. 

Toddler Mayah Shazad was 
fatally struck by an Arriva bus 
in Dunstable Road, Bury Park, 
on August 8, 2014. 

Her untimely death sparked 
protests in Luton. 

Now, her family are launch¬ 
ing a fresh bid to stop others 
‘going through what we had to 
go through’ after Luton 
Borough Council announced 
a consultation into highway 
improvements in Bury Park - 
none of which they say will 
make the area where Mayah 
was killed safer. 

They launched the petition 
on change.org on Tuesday, 
calling on the council and 
Arriva to ban buses in the 
area. It gained more than 100 
signatures in just 24 hours 
and stood at 131 on Friday as 
LoS went to press. 

Mayah’s uncle Zulfiqar 
Imtiaz, 22, said: “The main 
thing is we want to work 
together to ban buses in Bury 
Park. We don’t want people to 
go through what we had to go 
through. 

“They [the council] haven’t 
respected my family at all, 
they don’t listen to our opin¬ 
ions. We have had enough. My

family and the community 
will not stop until Bury Park is 
safe.” 

The council consultation 
aims to ‘improve safety’ and 
runs until June 24. It includes 
measures such as creating a 
signalled crossing near Bury 
Park Road. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “The fatal accident in 
Dunstable Road was a terrible 
tragedy for the whole commu¬ 
nity and our thoughts remain 
firmly with the family and 
everyone affected by what 
happened. 

“The police investigation 
concluded that this was a 
tragic road traffic accident 
and that the highway was not 
a contributory factor. . .the 
coroner also said it was a 
tragic death caused by a traf¬ 
fic collision, with no contrib¬ 
utory factors associated with 
the road environment.”

POLICE have released 
these CCTV images of 
two men they want to 
speak to after a man 
had a form of acid 
thrown in his face.

Officers have now

Mr Khan spoke to 
Luton on Sunday from 
a specialist hospital 


unit following the 
attack. 

He said: “It was not 
business related, it 
was just a personal 
issue and that’s about 
it. 

“But obviously a 
form of acid was 
thrown at me. 

“It was very sudden. 

“I’m in hospital at the 
moment, I’m in a 
specialist unit and I’m 
recovering.”

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It’s floody chaos as 
severe storm strikes 


TORRENTIAL rain and light¬ 
ning strikes battered 
Bedfordshire on Tuesday - 
causing flash floods that 
closed roads and left 
residents and businesses 
with flood damage to their 
property. 

The biblical-scale storms 
began in the region at 
around 4pm and had soon 
overwhelmed drainage 
systems and flooded roads, 
trapping drivers inside their 
cars as floodwaters rose. 

Church Street, in 
Dunstable was also shut the 
following day. 

Several houses were 
struck by lightning and thou¬ 
sands faced huge queues at 
Luton Airport after the storm 
brought down the main bor¬ 
der control computer. 

It was also a busy night for 
firefighters as the service 
received more than 150 
calls in three hours. 

One lightning blast that 


struck a house in Brightwell 
Avenue, Totternhoe, melted 
the header tank - sparking 
a fire in the roof and flood¬ 
ing the house. 

Half an hour earlier, fire¬ 
fighters were called to a 
house in Priestleys, Luton, 
where lightning damaged 
the chimney stack. 

There were also strikes in 
Greenfield Close, Dunstable, 
Tomlingson Avenue, Luton, 
Mander Close and Tattler 
Knoll in Toddington. 

A spokeswoman for 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
said a full investigation 
would be carried out. 

She added: “Problems 
arose due to the sheer 
volume of rainfall in such a 
short period of time, where 
drains were unable to cope, 
but the council were on the 
scene quickly to support the 
emergency services, help 
residents and assist with the 
removal abandoned cars.”

TO most he was the legend¬ 
ary boxer who floated like a 
butterfly and stung like a 
bee. 

But to Luton woman 
Mariane Webber - who had 
the privilege of interviewing 
the late Muhammad Ali 
before his second fight 
against British boxing great 
Sir Henry Cooper - he was a 
‘terrific human with an 
amazing sense of humour’.

Following the interview, she 
asked him to pose for a pho¬ 
tograph - a prized possession 


she has kept to this day. But 
plans to meet the boxing 
great again and get it signed 
at an exhibition dedicated to 
the star in London later this 
year were not to be. 

She said: “I made contact 
with his fan group and 
explained the situation in 
which I met him. It was look¬ 
ing positive. I would have 
loved to have met him again.” 


Talking about Muhammad’s 
contribution to the sport, she 
added: “He made boxing 
entertainment, it was some¬ 
thing which grabbed the 
attention of everyone back 
then and it was mostly due to 
Muhammad. It was some¬ 
thing mothers would let their 
kids watch for the first time 
and he could draw in a crowd 
like nobody else.”

Machete robber’s 
victim sold home

A MACHETE-wielding 
robber who brought terror to 
two small stores and a book¬ 
makers has been given an 
extended sentence of 17 
years. 

Leonard Hunte, 34, of Albert 
Road, Luton, burst into the 
Nisa store in Axe Close on 
Luton’s Marsh Farm estate on 
October 15 last year with his 
face covered by a scarf and an 
accomplice brandishing a 
realistic immitation hand 


gun. The brazen duo went on 
to rob a Corals betting shop 
in Tavistock Street, Luton, on 
November 4, 2015, and anoth¬ 
er Nisa store in Houghton 
Regis on November 8, 2015. 

But despite only stealing 
between £700 and £1,000 
from all three robberies, 
including cash, cigarettes 
and scratch cards, Luton 
Crown Court heard on 
Wednesday that the human 
cost was enormous. 

Prosecutor Kevin West said 
a male shop assistant at the 
Nisa Store in Hillborough 


Crescent, Houghton Regis, 
was so fearful the robbers 
would come after him he had 
sold his home, moved out of 
the area and grown a beard as 
a disguise. 

Hunte pleaded guilty to two 
charges of robbery and two 
charges of having an offen¬ 
sive weapon. His accomplice 
is still at large. 

ludge Stuart Bridge said 
Hunte ‘posed a significant 
danger to the public’. 

He will spend 12 years in 
prison and another five on 
licence.

Calls for councillor to 
quit over trading fine

CALLS have been made for a 
councillor found guilty of 
breaching trading standards 
to resign after he tried to 
trick members of his own 
authority's team with a false 
document. 

Mohammed Ashraf, a serv¬ 
ing member of Luton Borough 
Council who represents 
constituents in Dallow, was 
fined £2,100 after being found 
guilty of five breaches of Civil 
Aviation Authority and unfair 
trading regulations at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday. 

The court heard the 59-year- 
old - who previously held the 
role of portfolio holder for 
trading standards at the 
council - had fabricated a 
document making it look as 
though his Luton Travel 
Service business in Dunstable 
Road was covered by an Air 
Travel Organiser’s Licence 
(ATOL) when it was not. 

His future now hangs in the 
balance after being suspend¬ 
ed by the Labour party. 

Leading the calls for his 
resignation, leader of Luton’s 
Conservative party Mike 
Garrett said ‘the trust has

gone’. Cllr Garrett added: “He 
has told lies and been con¬ 
victed. I think he should 
resign, and morally he should 
resign. 

“The trust has gone. How 
can you trust him to make 
any decisions on your behalf 
after this? Ive got no sympa¬ 
thy for him at all.” 

Cllr Ashraf, of Denbigh 
Road, Luton, denied six 
charges brought by the 
authority’s trading standards 
service following a joint 
investigation with 


Birmingham City Council 
into Hajj and Umrah package 
operators. 

But he was only acquitted of 
one charge that he had falsely 
denied selling Hajj or Umrah 
packages. 

The court heard officers 
from both councils visited 
Luton Travel Service on 
January 27 last year and 
found the Air Travel 
Organiser’s Licence (ATOL) 
and Pakistan International 
Airlines logos on signage, 
ticket covers and other mate¬ 
rials when the company’s 
registration with both had 
lapsed. 

Documents were seized 
from the business after issues 
had still not been rectified on 
two later visits. 

Shortly after, Ashraf handed 
investigators a document 
purporting to be an ATOL 
agency agreement but checks 
confirmed no valid certifi¬ 
cates had been issued. 

Laura Church, corporate 
director for place and infra¬ 
structure at Luton Borough 
Council, said: “These were 
serious offences and we are 
content that the court 
through its verdict agreed it 
was appropriate to prosecute 
in this matter.”

Community plan for 
former ABC Cinema

A PETITION has been 
launched calling for a dere¬ 
lict cinema to be made use of 
for the community. 

The former ABC Cinema in 
George Street has sat empty 
since 2000 and is now board¬ 
ed up. 

It has long been regarded as 
a blot on Luton town centre, 
with several plans put for¬ 
ward for the site including for 
a church to be based there. 

Since its launch on Monday, 
the petition has already gath¬ 
ered over 700 signatures. 

The petition - set up by resi¬ 
dent Claire Dawson - reads: 
‘The ABC cinema on George 
Street has been empty for too 
long. This building must be 
brought back into use, ideally 
with a community use but 
any sensible use would be a 
vast improvement on a much 
loved part of Luton’s history’. 

Commenting on the page, 
Ajay Ghandi, said: “I enjoyed 
going to this cinema when it 
was open before Cineworld 
came along and started to 
compete with the ABC with 
ridiculously low prices, only 
to increase the prices once 
the ABC cinema closed down. 


“Also it is an eyesore now, 
and should be restored to it’s 
former glory.” 

Terrence Hill said: “This is 
an iconic building and part of 
my youth. It’s such a shame it 
has been left so long to rot.” 

Last year, a planning appli¬ 
cation was made to see the 
building converted into a 
church. 

Despite lots of community 
support, the plans for the 
church were rejected by 
Luton Borough Council in 


April 2015. In 2011 there was 
also plans to see it turned 
back into a cin ema and music 
venue, which Cllr Paul 
Castleman for South Ward, 
where the building is located, 
welcomed. 

He said: “The petition is 
news to me, but it’s been der¬ 
elict now for such a long time 
and we can’t have a building 
there just rotting. 

“I look forward to anyone 
putting in a planning appli¬ 
cation or suggesting an idea.”

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Three arrested after ‘child’ remains discovered 


A WOMAN has been arrested in 
connection with the disappear¬ 
ance of a baby last seen 11 
years ago. 

The 31-year-old from Luton 
was first arrested on suspicion 
of murder alongside a 50-year- 
old woman from West Hendon 
in London on Monday, May 30, 
in connection with the missing 
baby, born in Barnet in 2004. 

The women were bailed but 
the following day detectives 


made the gruesome discovery 
of human remains, believed to 
be those of a child, at a proper¬ 
ty in Fryent Crescent, West 
Hendon. 

Police re-arrested both 
women on Wednesday, June 1, 
on suspicion of preventing a 
lawful and decent burial. 

A 52-year-old man was also 
arrested for the same offence. 

The 50-year-old woman and 
52-year old man have been 


bailed until mid-July, while the 
Luton woman is in hospital 
after falling ill but remains in 
police custody. 

A post-mortem examination 
could not determine the cause 
of death. 

More tests are to follow in the 
coming weeks. 

The investigation was 
sparked by a case review into 
the death of another baby in 
Barnet in 2015. 


Sex offender gets 
another 20 years

A CRIMINAL has been 
sentenced to 20 years in 
prison for ‘sickening’ sexual 
abuse carried out against 
two women over a number of 
years - starting when they 
were children. 

John Burden, 49, of 
Maidenbower Avenue, 
Dunstable, is already behind 
bars for violent disorder but 
was convicted of nine counts 
of rape and sexual abuse on 
Monday following a two week 
trial at Luton Crown Court. 

Burden abused the two

women during the 1980s and 
1990s; grooming them from 
when they were young and 


raping them both while they 
were under the age of 16. 

He then continued to inflict 
abhorrent sexual abuse 
against them for a number of 
subsequent years. 

During the trial, the jury 
heard how Burden would 
sexually assault the women 
as a punishment if he was 
unhappy with something 
they had done. 

The 20-year sentence, plus 
five years on licence, will 
only begin after he has served 
the four remaining years of 
his prison sentence for vio¬ 
lent disorder, which he 
received in January.

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New measure clamping down on flytippers 


FLYTIPPERS face £400 fixed fines after the 
council passed a motion to crack down on 
the problem. 

The illegal dumping of waste is causing a 
headache for Luton Borough Council, with 
the 3,262 recorded incidents in 2013/14 
rising to a whopping 4,756 in 2015/16. 

Cllr Tom Shaw, portfolio holder for housing 
and the environment, said six new enforce¬ 
ment officers would be hired and cameras 
installed in flytipping hotspots. 


He added: “We spend over £8 million a year 
just burying stuff in the ground and £900k of 
that comes from fly tipping. 

“If we can control that, we don’t have to cut 
the other services in the council. We’re going 
through the schools at the moment to edu¬ 
cate them how to recycle and get the kids 
involved.” 

The plan was approved unanimously by 
Luton Borough Council’s executive on 
Monday night. 


School to expand 
thanks to £3.5m

CHALLNEY High School for 
Boys has been awarded £3.5 
million for an expansion. 

The redevelopment will 
create 375 extra spaces at the 
school {pictured), along with 
eight new forms. 

This will go some of the way 
to alleviate the shortfall of 
school places for boys in 
Luton, though they will still 
fall short by 712 places at the 
completion of the upgrade. 

The proposal to award the 
funding was passed unani¬ 
mously by the executive

Council. 

Chris Wright, a spokesman 
for Chiltern Learning Trust, 
said: “We’re looking at start¬ 
ing the expansion in 2017 and 


the work would last for a five 
year period. New classrooms 
and new facilities will be built 
as part of a wider attempt to 
tackle the shortfall of places 
in Luton.”

Brexit 


Luton’s Irish 
their say on 

With less than two weeks to go until the 
EU referendum, NICK SMITH continues our 
series looking at both sides of the debate 
and the impact on our lives in Bedfordshire 


LUTON has a long and varied 
history of immigration over 
the last 100 years. 

In the early 1900s, it wel¬ 
comed large numbers from 
Ireland, the first minority 
group to really have a signifi¬ 
cant presence in the town. 

With the referendum on 
the European Union, of 
which the Republic of Ireland 
is a member, fast approach¬ 
ing - we asked people in 
Luton’s Irish community for 
their opinions about how 
they will be voting and their 
thoughts on the impact of 
the referendum. 

John Devine said: “Whilst I 
don’t think the EU is perfect, 
I’d rather see people coming 
together than pulled apart. 
That’s one of my main wor¬ 
ries, that if we vote to leave 
we will lose the unity we 
have as a society in Europe.” 

Joanne O’Reilly is in favour 


of an ‘out’ vote, and said: “I 
believe that each country 
should have the power to 
make its own laws and we 
should have a say in how our 
country is run. 

“In terms of arguments of 
reduced trade if we leave, I 
raise the point that the UK 
was trading freely before we 
even joined the EU in the 
first place.” 

Noreen Kellett is concerned 
about the implications a 
Brexit vote would have back 
home between the Irish 
Republic and Northern 
Ireland. 

She said: “I want to stay in 
to protect the futures of my 
children. If we leave we risk 
making it harder to travel to 
and from the EU, which 
could cause a huge issue 
especially in terms of travel¬ 
ling within Ireland. 

“No one in Ireland or 


Northern Ireland wants the 
border controls to return; it 
made moving around so dif¬ 
ficult and separated the two 
nations from each other. 

“I believe that the EU is 
more inclusive and that it 
would be a major step back 
to leave. 

“It would cause problems 
with community cohesion 
and make it harder to get the 
basic levels of human rights 
that we receive from the EU.” 

Tom Scanlon agrees, say¬ 
ing: “I am in favour of 
remaining; simply because I 
would rather that the UK was 
part of the community of the 
EU, allowing us to be a part 
of important decisions. 

“I believe that to stay would 
be better than being on the 
outside looking in. Also, in 
the interests of human 
rights, workers rights and 
women’s rights, I think that 
being part of the EU protects 
the people of the UK.” 

While Daytona Leonard 
makes the argument to 
leave: “Although I still have 
several arguments for and 
against leaving the EU, I’m 
swaying more towards leav-

ing. One of my main qualms 
about EU rule is that the 
United Kingdom doesn’t 
seem to get any respect from 
the EU, they don’t acknowl¬ 
edge our opinions.”

The Luton Irish Forum 
also said a key concern 
among the Irish community 
is how both the Leave and 
Remain campaigns have 
been conducted. 


A spokeswoman for the 
group said: “Although the 
Forum maintains an impar¬ 
tial stance, we urge to raise 
the point that there has 
been a distinct lack of infor¬ 
mation provided to the 
community. In order to form 
a balanced opinion, there 
needs to be more unbiased 
information.”

Harris's home before Dumbledore 



RICHARD Harris turned down 
the role of Professor Albus 
Dumbledore in the first Harry 
Potter film in 2001, but his 
11-year-old granddaughter 
begged him to reconsider, 
threatening never to talk to him 
again if he refused the role. 

One of the last century’s 
hell-raising actors he died a year 
later, but appearing at Hogwarts 
introduced Harris to a new 
generation of fans. He’d not 
enjoyed cinematic success for a 
while, but at the height of his 
stardom in the 1960s and early 
1970s, Harris was as well known 
for his drunken brawls, 
bankruptcies, divorces and 
philanderings as his acting. 

A touring production of 
Camelot, with the actor as King 
Arthur, grossed £46m for the 
theatre company he ran, making 
him very rich. So rich that he 
even left a Rolls-Royce Phantom 
Five in a garage in New York for 
25 years because he’d forgotten 
he owned it - at a cost of about 
$400 a week. 

Harris was a canny property 


investor though, shelling out on 
homes around the world, 
including the Tower House in 
Holland Park for £75,000 in 1969 
which he then sold to Led 
Zeppelin guitarist Jimmy Page - 
who still lives there - a few years 
later. 

He also once owned this Grade 
II listed six-bedroom cottage 
overlooking Warmington village 
green in The Cotswolds. With 


walled gardens and courtyard, 
Harbages Farmhouse has got 
stacks of period features 
including a flagstone floor, 
window seats, large Inglenook 
fireplaces with wood burning 
stoves, bread oven and exposed 
timbers.

Perfect place for a Burns night? 



ICONIC Scottish poet Robert 
Burns is so well loved around 
the world that there are more 
statues of him than any other 
non-religious figure, after Queen 
Victoria and Christopher 
Columbus. 

The bard penned Auld Land 
Syne and inspired the millions of 
Burns Suppers that take place 
around the world every year, 
held in his honour ever since his 
early death. 

When he wasn’t busy putting 
pen to paper he had a pretty 
busy schedule of hard drinking 
and womanising, fathering 12 
children with four different 
mothers. A farmer’s son born in 
Alloway, South Ayrshire in 1759, 
Burns found fame as a poet at 27 
but despite inheriting his 
father’s farm, soon got into 
financial difficulties and had 
made two women pregnant. 

He married and swapped 
farming for full-time 
employment as an excise officer, 
but the steady income gave him 


the funds to drink heavily and 
he died, aged 37, of rheumatic 
fever after collapsing drunk by 
the roadside in the pouring rain. 

He often stayed here - once 
The King’s Arms Inn - when on 
business in Kirkcudbright. Now 
a five-bedroom family home with 
large dining kitchen, it’s even 
got some of the poet’s graffiti on 
a wall which decorators found in 
the 1920s: ‘When January winds 


were blawin’ cauld... 
(Kirkcudbright?) I took my way 
but mirksome night did me 
enfauld...till earlyest day’ and is 
signed, R Burns. 

The poet’s admirers might 
find even more inspiration in the 
Georgian townhouse which is up 
for sale at £540,000.

VAUXHALL has released the first official images of its 
revamped Zafira Tourer MPV which will be on the road 
in the autumn. 

With a new look nose featuring sharper lines and 
redesigned LED headlamps, the seven seater is also 
getting more onboard technology with Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto connectivity as well as Vauxhall’s 
OnStar emergency assistance system. 

The images - although of a left-hand-drive model - show a 
redesigned dashboard with less clutter on the instrument 
panel and an integrated seven-inch touchscreen giving 
the driver a greater field of view. 

Other high tech equipment includes an onboard Wi-Fi 
set up which allows up to seven devices to be connected 


as well as adaptive cruise control, automatic emergency 
braking and lane departure warning. 

As with Vauxhall’s latest Astra hatchback, the new Zafira 
Tourer can be had with an adaptive LED lighting system 
which automatically adjusts the headlamps to provide 
maximum illumination at night without dazzling other 
road users.

Nissan switches on solar farm

NISSAN has switched on a new solar farm at its Sunderland plant in 
the North East, the latest landmark in the company’s journey towards 
Intelligent Mobility. 

Made of up 19,000 photo-voltaic panels, the new 4.75MW facility is 
now fully operational as the Japanese company strives towards its 
twin goals of zero emissions and zero fatalities. 

The solar farm has been installed alongside 10 wind turbines already 
generating clean power for Nissan in Sunderland, the European 
production centre for the all-electric Nissan LEAF model and its 
batteries. 

Colin Lawther, Nissan’s Senior Vice President for Manufacturing, 
Purchasing and Supply Chain Management in Europe, said: 
“Renewable energy is fundamental to Nissan’s vision for Intelligent 
Mobility. 

“We have built over 50,000 Nissan LEAFs in Europe, and the 
industry-leading new 250km-range LEAF is now available. 

“With 10 wind turbines already generating energy for our Sunderland 
plant, this new solar farm will further reduce the environmental 
impact of Nissan vehicles during their entire lifecycle.” 

Nissan began integrating renewable energy sources in Sunderland in 
2005 when the company installed its first wind turbines on site. 

The solar farm produces seven per cent of the plant’s electricity 
requirements, enough to build the equivalent of 31,374 vehicles. 

It has been installed within the loop of Nissan’s vehicle test track in 
Sunderland by partner company European Energy Photovoltaics, 
with 100% of the electricity generated to be used by Nissan. 

Its installation comes as Nissan celebrates its 30th anniversary of 
manufacturing in the UK.

Can anyone stop 
Djokovic winning 
the Golden Slam? 


THERE are some dominant 
sporting figures around the 
world right now, but it’s rare 
for someone to have such a 
stranglehold over their sport 
the way Novak Djokovic 
currently has over tennis. 

Last week’s victory over 
Andy Murray in the French 
Open final means the Serbian 
now holds all four Grand Slam 
titles, heading into 
Wimbledon. 

Not since the days of Rod 
Laver has anyone in the men’s 
game managed to achieve 
this feat, and the fact the 
great Australian did so (for 
the second time in his career, 
it’s worth adding) back in 
1969 shows the scale of 
Djokovic’s accomplishment. 

It’s not like there’s a lack of 



competition, as Murray 
recently became one of the 
few players who were able to 
topple him recently at the 
Italian Open last month. 

While he has his wobbles, 
the Brit’s best is good enough 
to defeat any other player in 
the world and in the first set at 
Roland Garros last Sunday, he 
had us dreaming. 

Rafael Nadal looks to be a 


fading force now, but you’d 
expect Roger Federer to still 
have a big influence at 
Wimbledon this year, while 
the likes of Stan Wawrinka 
and Kei Nishikori have big 
performances in them. 

But not even when Federer 
was head and shoulders 
above the rest was he able to 
hold all four at once and the 
Swiss is commonly regarded 
as the greatest player ever. 

It’s fascinating to watch the 
way the so-called ‘big four’ 
move around the court; 
Federer seems to glide with¬ 
out breaking sweat while 
Nadal (in his pomp) and 
Murray are both great sprint¬ 
ers. 

Djokovic just seems to 
appear. 



His opponent can hit the 
most perfect forehand 
towards the corner with him 
on the other side, yet he’s 
often there to return it. 

The best are the ones that 
leave us thinking ‘how on 
earth has he done that?’ and 
Djokovic seems to leave 
myself doing this every other 
point. 

It leads to the question: who 
can stop him from continuing 


his domination? He’s won 
Wimbledon for the past two 
years and he’s been 
practically unbeatable on 
hard courts, almost in the 
way Nadal was on clay for so 
long. 

It’s also Olympic year. 

Tennis’ position in the 
Games is sometimes ques¬ 
tioned (is it the pinnacle of a 
player’s career, etc.), but as 
things stand there is a Golden 


Slamup for grabs for Djokovic. 

The 29-year-old has the 
chance to emulate Steffi Graf 
in 1988 when he competes in 
Rio by adding Olympic gold to 
the four Grand Slams in the 
same year. 

You wouldn’t put it past him, 
but Wimbledon comes first 
and you’d think a certain Mr 
Murray might have a say 
when that wonderful champi¬ 
onship begins on June 27.

Collapse leads to heavy defeat 


CRICKET 

BEDFORDSHIRE’S MCCA Championship 
campaign got off to a disappointing start 
this week, as they fell to a 10-wicket thrash¬ 
ing against Lincolnshire after a poor second 
innings in Sleaford. 

A dreadful evening session on the second 
day proved to be terminal for Beds’ hopes of 
salvaging a draw, as they lost seven wickets 
in being reduced to 117-8 at the close. 

They required another 18 runs just to 
make Lincolnshire bat again, which they 
just about achieved before former England 
U19 international Jonathan Tattersall 
claimed their final two wickets. 

Tattersall’s magnificent 5-23 (to go with 
equally impressive match figures of 7-42) 
meant the hosts were set a victory ‘target’ of 
two, and the same man ensured they 
reached it before lunch with a four off 
George Thurstance. 

The form shown by Bedfordshire was in 
contrast to that displayed in the Unicorns 
Knockout Trophy, as they won all four of 
their group games to reach the quarter 
finals. 

They will have the chance to progress fur¬ 
ther in a competition they last won in 1999 
when they host Herefordshire at Dunstable 
Town Cricket Club today, with free entry for 
spectators. 

After winning the toss and choosing to bat 
last Sunday, Bedfordshire were to struggle 
and regularly lost wickets, with Joseph 
Ludlow, Luke Thomas and captain Andy 
Reynoldson unable to capitalise on good 
starts. 

The best partnership came for the final 
wicket, as Adam Wheatcroft shared a stand 
of 61 with England spinner Monty Panesar, 
who was being borrowed by his home coun¬ 
ty from Northamptonshire. 

Wheatcroft was to finish unbeaten on 56 as 
Beds were eventually bowled out for 243 on 
day one and Lincolnshire were to make a 
fast start in reply. 

Panesar claimed the wickets of openers 
Ross Carnelley and Tattersall, but only after

they had made 52 and 44 respectively and 
50 from Daniel Freeman kept the hosts in 
control. 

Jason Jakeman trapped him lbw as he took

first innings lead of 135 as they were bowled 
out for 378 on Monday afternoon.

Harford praises departing ‘keeper

LUTON Town’s head of recruitment 
Mick Harford believes Mark Tyler 
will go down as one of the best goal¬ 
keepers the Hatters have ever had 
after the veteran stopper’s depar¬ 
ture to Peterborough United 
became official. 

Tyler effectively left the Kenilworth 
Road club in March when he joined 
former side Peterborough on a three- 
month loan, with his final appear¬ 
ance coming in the 1-0 home win 
over Morecambe. 

That loan has now expired, but the 
39-year-old has taken up a new role 
as player-goalkeeping coach with 
the Posh, as part of the coaching 
staff of their new manager Grant 
McCann. 

Harford was Luton manager at the 
time Tyler signed, after his first spell 
at Peterborough had come to an end, 
in the summer of 2009. 

“It was a real coup for us when we 
persuaded Mark to come from 
Peterborough,” Harford told Luton’s 
website. 

“I was delighted to sign him 
because we knew the longevity we’d 
get from him with his levels of 
fitness and history of rarely missing 
games. 



“He was 32 but we knew he had 
years left in him, although it actually 
worked out better than anyone ever 
expected. 

“He’s proved real value for money 
and has to go down as one of the top 
goalkeepers to have played for 
Luton.” 

“The number of games Mark has 
played for both Peterborough and 
Luton shows what a great attitude he 
has. With the commitment he’s 
displayed as a player, I’m sure he’ll 


go on to be a top coach there.” Tyler 
played in Peterborough’s last three 
games of the season, which took his 
appearance total at London Road up 
to 489. 

After making his debut for the 
Hatters at AFC Wimbledon on the 
opening day of the 2009/10 season, 
he went on to play 297 times for 
Town and was to keep 118 clean 
sheets. 

After twice being part of a Town 
side that lost in Conference play-off 


finals, Tyler kept 23 shut 
outs in helping the club 
back into the Football 
League after a five-year 
exile. 

He also played a key 
role in the Hatters’ run to 
the fifth round of the 
2012/13 FA Cup, including their 
famous victory over Premier League 
side Norwich City at Carrow Road. 

Luton chief executive Gary Sweet 
added: “Tyles was a rare breed
